Tax Refund Available 


Arecent decision by a Wayne 
County Circuit Court judge re- 
quires the County of Wayne to 
refund more than $7, according to 
local real-estate attorney BrianA. 
Oakley. The refunds were ordered 
as a result of an overcharge on 
County real-estate-transfer taxes 
since 1990. 

Oakley suggests that anyone 
who has sold property located in 
Wayne County between the dates 
of January 11, 1990, and May 10, 
1996, should look into this refund 
further. 

"In actuality," he explained, 
"the individual reftund amounts will 
probably not be great — 20 cents 

per $500 of sale price plus two- 
percent interest." For instance, a 
person who sold a home for 
$100,000 during this period would 
be entitled to $40 plus interest. 

According to Oakley, Wayne 
County has been charging 40 
cents more than any other county 
in the State for each $500 of sale 
price.

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Among those charged with Medicaid fraud are S. Howard Homes, Inc., the operators of this Romulus group home, 


located at 9650 Tobine. 


Michigan Attorney General Frank 
J. Kelley and Department of Commu- 
nity Health Director James K. Haveman, 
Jr., recently announced that charges of 
Medicaid fraud have been filed against 
three individuals and three corporations 
operating group homes throughout 
southeastern Michigan. The charges 
were filed in 32-B Municipal Court in 
Grosse Pointe Park and 36th Judicial 
Court in Detroit. 

Those named in Attorney General 
Kelley's complaints, and the charges 
they face, are: 

e Shirley Howard-Coates, age 50, of 
Grosse Point Park — three counts of 

. conspiracy to commit Medicaid fraud, 
five counts of conspiracy to obtain 
money under false pretenses over 
$100, and nine counts of obtaining 
money under false pretenses over 
$100. 

e Mary Lee Patillo, age 53, of Detroit — 
four counts of conspiracy to commit 
Medicaid fraud, four counts of con- 
Spiracy to obtain money under false 
pretenses over $100, and six counts 
of obtaining money under false pre- 
tenses over $100. 

e Joseph Samuel Coates, Jr., age 48, 
of Detroit — one count of conspiracy 
to commit Medicaid fraud, one count 
of conspiracy to obtain money under 
false pretenses over $100, and one 
count of obtaining money underfalse 
pretenses over $100.

¢ S. Howard Homes, Inc., Grosse 
Pointe Park, which operates three 
group homes (Linda Vista Court Al- 
ternative Intermediate Services 
[AlS], Belleville; Truman AIS, 
Rockwood; and Shook- Tobine Com- 
munity Living Facility [CLF], Romu- 
lus) — three counts of conspiracy to 
commit Medicaid fraud, four counts 
of conspiracy to obtain money under 
false pretenses over $100, and eight 
counts of obtaining money under 
false pretenses over $100. 

¢ Patillo, Inc., Detroit, which operates 
two group homes (Kurtz Road AlS, 
Holly; and Garretson CLF, Oxford) — 
three counts of conspiracy to com- 
mit Medicaid fraud, three counts of 
conspiracy to obtain money under 
false pretenses over $100, and four 
counts of obtaining money under 
false pretenses over $100. 

e El-Shaddai, Inc., Grosse Pointe Park 
— one count of conspiracy to obtain 
money under false. pretenses over 
$100 and one count of obtaining 
money under false pretenses over 
$100. 

The charges are the result of a 
lengthy investigation by Kelley's Health 
Care Fraud Division, Department of 
Community Health, and Royal Maca- 
bees Insurance Company of Southfield. 

The investigation uncovered two 
schemes supposedly developed by the 
defendants to illegally obtain Medicaid 





funds and insurance benefits. Inthe first 
scheme, the defendants allegedly billed 
Medicaid for employees providing di- 
rect care to patients when, in fact, the 
employees were only providing admin- 
istrative functions. 

In the second scheme, it is alleged 
that the defendants purchased life-in- 
Surance policies from the Royal 
Macabees Insurance Company on be- 
half of their employees, naming them- 
selves as the beneficiary, when, in fact, 
the employees named inthe policy were 
seriously ill, noneligible individuals stay- 
ing at the group homes. 

Said Kelley, "In this case alone, 
over $200,000 may have been illegally 
obtained. Itis reprehensible when some- 
one illegally takes money intended to 
help those in need. Medicaid fraud vic- 
timizes all taxpayers in Michigan. | fully 
intend to prosecute these types of cases 
to the fullest extent possible." 

Haveman said: "The discovery of 
this fraud through a department audit 
and the joint investigation with the Attor- 
ney General's office should serve as a 
strong reminder that we will not tolerate 
any attempt to take advantage of vul- 
nerable people. The overwhelming 
majority of community-based providers 
are compassionate and conscientious 
care-givers. But, if a provider tries to 
take advantage of those in their care, 
we will discover it, investigate it, and 
prosecute it." O

Keep in mind that 
all of these people were in fear of what 
they might encounter. Much to our sur- 
prise, things were a lot different then 
described by RECAP. We expected the 
well to be oozing green, smelly sludge 
and odors. Surprise, surprise — or was 
it? RECAP knew the truth — and that 
truth was not what the group has been 
spreading around. 

Mrs. Glazer, the wonderful lady in 
Texas who is fighting the project there, 
told us that she had specifically told R.P. 
Lilly (one of RECAP's leading spokes- 
persons) not to go around telling people 
that all of these problems were due to 
the deepwell. The problems at the 
Winona, Texas facility are not due to the 
deepwell, but due to a separate facility

As we saw it, the 
problems atthe solvent recovery facility 
are due to loading, unloading, and stor- 
age procedures associated with the sol- 
vents, not the deepwell.

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About 1.6 Million Michiganians 
To Travel on July Fourth 


The 1996 Fourth of July holiday is 
sure to spark fireworks as motorists 
move inlarge numbers to popular vaca- 
tion destinations. In fact, Michigan is 
well on track to earning $6 billion in 
annual tourism revenues, predicted 
earlier in the season. 

AAA Michigan projects 1.6 million 
Michiganians will travel 100 miles or 
more from home during the holiday, 
which traditionally represents the peak 
of the summer travel season. Sixty- 
seven percent of those travelers are 
heading to a destination within Michi- 
gan, an increase of two percent over 
last year. The majority, 88%, will travel 
by auto, truck, or recreational vehicle. 

AAA Michigan's mid-June survey of 
500 Michigan residents found that, while 
Statewide self-serve regular unleaded 
fuel prices are about a nickel per gallon 
more than last year at this time, only 
eight percent said that the higher prices 
would impact their travel plans. 

As of June 24, the per-gallon price 
for self-serve regular unleaded aver- 
aged $1.247 outstate, $1.230 in Metro 
Detroit. 

With Independence Day fallingona 
Thursday this year, 37% of those sur- 
veyed said they will extend their vaca- 
tion beyond the Fourth of July holiday 
weekend, to aweek's vacation or longer.

Observe Fireworks Laws 


By Dorothy Nesler 

As we approach our nation's 220th 
birthday, The Romulus Newswould like 
to remind everyone of the State ordi- 
nance which defines both legal and 
illegal fireworks. Illegal fireworks found 
in the City of Romulus will be confis- 
cated, heldfor evidence, and destroyed 
at a later date. 

Remember: The purpose of this 
law is not to hinder your Independence 
Day celebration, but to make sure that 
your holiday isn't spoiled by an accident 
involving dangerous, illegal fireworks. 

Section 750.243a (1a) of the Michi- 
gan Penal Code (Act 328 of 1931) de- 
fines "fireworks" as"... adevice made 
from explosive or flammable composi- 
tions used primarily for the purpose of 
producing a visible display or audible 
effect, or both, by combustion, defla- 
gration, or detonation. . . ." This defini- 
tion includes both Class B fireworks, 
which are illegal, and Class C fireworks, 
which are legal. 

The legal Class C fireworks consist 
of "... toy smoke devices, toy caps 
containing not more than .25 grains of 
explosive mixture, toy propellant de- 
vices, cigarette loads, trick matches, 
trick noise makers, smoke candles, 
smoke pots, smoke grenades, smoke

Illegal, Class B fireworks are "... 
toy torpedoes, railway torpedoes, fire- 
crackers or salutes that do not qualify 
as Class C fireworks, exhibition display 
pieces, aeroplane flares, illuminating 
projectiles, incendiary projectiles, incen- 
diary grenades, smoke projectiles or 
bombs containing expelling charges but 
without bursting charges, flash pow- 
ders in inner units not exceeding 2 
ounces each, flash sheets in interior 
packages, flash powder or spreader 
cartridges containing not more than 72 
grains of flash powder each, and other 
similar devices." [Sec. 750.243a (1b)] 

Other illegal items include a blank 
cartridge, blank cartridge pistol, toy can- 
non, toy cane, ortoy gun in which explo- 
sives are used; an unmanned balloon 
which requires fire underneath to pro- 
pel it and is not moored to the ground 
while aloft; and firecrackers, torpedoes, 
skyrockets, roman candles, daygo 
bombs, bottle rockets, whistling chas- 
ers, rockets on sticks, or other fireworks 
that are of similar construction. 

Please use safety sense, and enjoy 
a safe, happy holiday. O
